This must of becn a terrivle thing, some women had a husband and two i 
boys killed. Some of the men were cut so badly they covldn't identify them for days. 
There were five men brought out whole. Otto was one of the. These men wore old style 
garments and were not damaged. This w2s a wonderful testiin to us all. 

George Harrison (son-in-law of Pete Sims) was nvried ‘he same time as Otto, and 
he was cut *o pieces so badly they couldn't open the Caske’.. T

It stood where the Daniel Ward church house now stands. i 
Crissie Duke was one of my first school teachers.SBe has also been my Stake 

Seagull teacher in Primary. 

I met to Hish School un over the Heber Mercantile store and enjoyed it very 
much..My fathor hought me “nd Ottl a new two seated buggy nd two horses so we would 
have a way to go to school, I went every d-y till I was in the third year, The 
middle of (April I decided to quit school, after my father rad spent his money to 
keep me going. j |
